for dental curing processes. The patent to Nakanishi (6,607,384 Bl) is of interest for arranging pleural 
LEDs so as to illuminate a treatment area for 360° without casting a shadow for a dental or medical 
instrument, but employs pleural LEDs to provide this effect and is not discussed as a curing tool, but to 
provide light for visibility. Of interest to the state-of-the-art for dental curing, but showing narrow or 
converging light output for individual or plural LEDs Ostler et al. (2005/0196720 Al), Tsimerman et al. 
(6,991,356 B2), Adam et al. (6,419,483 Bl), Otsuka (2004/0033465 Al), Melikechi et al. (2002/0187455 
Al), and Dinh (2003/0152885 Al) are noted.
